explosion in the Little Hulton colliery

The explosion occurred soon after 


(he miners had entered the pit to be- 
Kln worK. .its 
force 
-was 
lerrinc. 


Jbalor Investigation showed that the 
lower passages had been blocked. 


Heroic efforts were made by res- 


rue parties all day long, but a flercc- 
flro which followed the explosion pre- 
vented the rescuers from penetrating 
beyond 400 yards into the workings. 


Late last night all the rescuers 


were called out of the mine and a con* 
lorence was held, at which Govern- 
ment Inspector Gerard, the engineers 
and the mine manager were present. 


The cause and extent of the dlsas- 


ter were In doubt for several hours. 
The lli'Bt.rescuing party to reach the 
scene succeeded in bringing seven 
men and a boy to safety and later re- 
covered the 'oodles of ten victims who 
had no chance of escape. 


At the moment of

flames spread though the affected pafi-

The.pllght 


or the miners was rendered' more des- 
perate n}\ a mishap 'to tne machinery

preventing a 


quick escape and interfering with the 
ventilation. 


- The rising gases were chocked by 
obstructions and driven back upon thr 
entombed men. 
Meantime the fire 


raged fiercely and it IB supposed that 
many who were not killed by noxious 
fnm'iis were burned to death. 


The rescuers were unable to go di- 


rectly to the spot where the miners 
were entombed, and there was some 
delay while they sought access to the 
plaop through adjoining leads. 


Word of the accident was carried 


quickly to the homes of the miners 
nnd presently thousands of person? 
surrounded the mouth of the colliery. 
As always on the occasion of such 
disaster;;, the anxious thong Included 
hundreds of. half-crazed wives and 
children, and the pitiable scenes fa- 
mllls'r to coal mining districts were 
enacted. 


One of the eight miners who es- 


caped said that the force of (he ex- 
plosion was such that the limbs ol 
many were blown off. The ten bodies 
recovered were discovered lying close 
to the "mouth of the pit. In each 
case death was due to asphyxiation. 


For a time the iives of 700 men were 


in jeopardy, ns a mine communicating 
3\Mth the one in which the explosion 
occurred was also damaged by the 
shock and it was some time before its 
400 occupants could be reached and 
brought to the surface.

Ing," said Lawson, "for it Is my con- 
viction that In every other trade, call- 
Ing and profession we are ahead of 
the world. 
We hope, however, with 


the co-operation of leading lawyers 
and judges in this country, to reform 
our own procedure so that the work of 
our courts will be done as promptly 
and efficiently as 
anywhere In 
the 


world." 


Judge Lawson's report to the insti- 


tute is now on the press, hut be con 
sented to outline the chief features 
of difference which he,found between 
the English and the American meth- 
ods of conducting criminal cases. 


Delay and uncertainty are unknown 


In the English courts. 
The tribunals 


have the confidence of the 
people. 


There Is never a word of criticism ut- 
tered against the courts. 
Thia IB In 


striking contrast with the conditions 
In our own country. 


Every case that comes before an nrftpJJnn* 


English courtis tried promptly. This rlGSlOOfll 
Is not because there are more judges 
In that country; indeed, the reverse 
is true, but Ihe judges do more work. 
There are no Ill-trained Judges on 
the English bench. 
All have had long 


experience and they are paid salaries 
lo make their positions desirable. 


"A police judge In I^ondon," said 


.Lawson, "gets n salary 
of 
?7500, 


more than the judges of the supreme 
court of Ihe state of Missouri. Crim- 
inal judges are paid approximately be- 
tween $20,000 and $40,000 a year. 
These salaries are unheard of In this 
country." 


One of the striking things which Im- 


pressed Lawson was the absence of 
technicalities In the English conns. 
There these iegai piifails, which art; 
the bane of American jurisprudence, 
are unknown. 


If John Doe has slain Richard Roe 


the former is simply - charged 
with 


murder, and it Is not necessary to 
charge in the indictment with what 
weapon, at what lime and in what 
manner the deed was done. The way 
In which the false spelling of a name 
or the omlsiion of a word may make 
for delay In our own criminal pro- 
cedure is too well known. 
Despite 


the gowns and wigs, the work of an 
English criminal court Is conducted 
far more informally and in a more di- 
rect and business like manner than 
that of a similar body 
in our 
own 


country. 


In England retrials are almost un- 


known and there is no such thing as 
appellate procedure. 
If a case is in 


j one court it is in every other court 


for any purpose that may be required. 
Instead of ordering a retrial for the 
submission of testimony ruled out in 
a lower court, an English criminal 
judge will simply admit the testimony 
and render a decision on the spot.
